The original home of the Slavonic race 


was the Steppes of southeastern Russia 
and central Asia; they were known to 


the ancients as the Salmatians. When 
the Mongol hordes turned their horses 
toward the West they split up = and 
scattered this agricultural race over 
a vast territory. In the North 
the Slavonians gradually occupied the 
lands just abandoned by the Teutonic 
tribes east of the Elbe, and further 
south, they took possession of the whole 
territory lying between the Danube and 
the Carpathians; thejr progress was as 
slow as it was thorough. Today, the 
entire European population east of a 
line drawn from the mouth of the Elbe 
to the Adriatic shows the unmistakable 


‘Slavic physiognomy quite independently 


of speech and creed. The stream of 
Mongol horsemen which flowed continu- 
ally for many centuries finaliy cut this 
solid Slavic block in two, so that the 
Magvars are now edged in between the 
western Slavs (Bohemians, Moravians, 
Slovaks and Poles) and the southern 
branch composed of Slovenians, Croa- 
tians, Serbs and Slav-Bulgars. 

The other race which finds itself in 
the same predicament is the Roumanian. 
It is still a matter of conjecture how 
these Latinized descendants of the 
Daco-Thracians were able to maintain 
their racial individuality in a country 
which above all other lay in the path 
of the Mongol invaders. Countless tribes 
of Huns, Avars, Bulgarians, Magvyars, 
hKumanis, Petchenegs and Tartars en- 
camped there one after the other through 
the greater part of the middle ages. It 
is supposed that they took refuge in 
their mountain fastnesses, and as each 
horde broke up and moved west they 
descended from the Transylvanian and 
Carpathian range and endeavored to re- 
store their ancient Latin civilization. 
However, philological research has proved 
that the Roumanian language was born 
not north but south of the Danube. It 
has already been stated that the AIl- 
banian language exercised a ‘pronounced 
influence on nascent Roumanian, thus 
pointing to an origin far away from the 
present home of the Roumanian nation. 

The subsequent history of the Rou- 
manian twin principalities, Moldavia 
and Wallachia, cannot strictly be called 
Balkan history, any more than that of 
Transylvania,the third Roumanian prin- 
cipality, which passed under Hungarian 
suzerainty at an early age. Its interest 
arises Only from their subsequent con- 
quest by the—Turks, the political pre- 
dominance of the Greeks and the decis- 
ive part played by their Russian neigh- 
bors in Roumanian emancipation.

From the Hawaiian Islands the 
shipments to the United States are 
chiefly sugar, and the merchandise sent 
to those islands in exchange is chiefly 
breadstuffs, meats, iron and steel manu- 
factures, cotton cloth, mineral oils, man- 
ufactures of tobacco and manufactures 
of wood. 

From the Philippines the shipments 
to the United States are chiefly hemp 
and sugar, the value of the hemp being 
far in excess of that of the sugar, while 
the merchandise sent to the Philippines 
in exchange includes manufactures of 
iron and steel, cottons, hreadstuffs, and 
mineral oils, From Alaska the princi- 
pal merchandise sent to the United 
States is salmon, copper, and furs, and 
the merchandise sent from the United 
States is manufactures of cotton, wool- 
en goods, iron and steel manufactures, 
mineral oils, Ureadstuffs, meats, tobac- 
co manufactures, and wines, liquors and 
spirits.

total capitalization, whereas inf 1903 the 
gross earnings equaled only 13.91 
per cent on the $448,129,780 total capi- 
talization.

Gross Earnings Increase. 

As a matter of fact, the report for the 
fiscal vear 1907 really shows what the 
company is capable of doing. In that 
year the gross earnings per mile were 
$10,102, or $2,275 more than for 1903. 
With the exception of the fiscal year 
1905, when there was a slight decrease, 
there was a consistent gain up to 1907.

His teaching is regarded by many as 
altogether unpractical. His confident 
command, “Call no man vour father upon 
the earth: for one is your Father, whicli 
is in heaven,” would if interpreted liter 
ally today call down upon the nterpreter 
the deepest scorn. Thus scholastic the- 
ology, unable to meet the demands of 
science, is going to the wall. 


Again I repeat that this all comes 
about because men have regarded the 
proofs which Jesus gave of the truth of 
his philosophy, as proofs of his divinity 
and not as evidences of Science. If we 
can disentangle our thought from Ahe 
misty haze in which the Greek and 
Alexandrian philosophy has enveloped 
the teaching of the Master, if we can 
pierce through the clouds of superstition 
and credulity which subsequent teachers 
and theologians have gathered around 
his most mighty life, we shall see that 
the proofs and the only proofs which he 
gave of the truth of his philosophy were 
the healing works that he accomplished.

Suggested Fisher and B ambaugh inflated their balloon 

r with 110,000 cubic feet of gas, attached it 

Here to an automobile, took their seats in the 

latter, cut the anchor rope—and shot up. 

After being in the air two hours and 
ten minutes they descended safely and gracefully at Southport, a 
place about seven miles from the starting point, folded up their 
balloon, packed it in the automobile, and went speeding homeward 
joyously, perfectly content with the achievement. 

And there is no reason why they should not have been content 
with it. Whule they could have walked to Southport easily in prac- 
tically the time they were in the air, and while they could have made 
the trip without going to the trouble and expense of inflating 
halloon with 110,000 cubic feet of gas, and while they could have 
traveled the distance in a few minutes by using the automobile 
exclusively as a means of transportation, yet the point is, they have 
made a more or less successful experiment which will in all prob- 
ability suggest other experiments which will be likely to lead to 
astonishing results. 

It appears from the statement made by Messrs. Fisher and 

Jambaugh after making their descent, that most of the time they

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had spent in the air was expended in a fruitless effort to find wind 
currents. Under ordinary conditions they could have traveled a 
much longer cistance. Their idea is that an automobile can always 
be used instead of a basket, so ihat when the gas in the balloon shows 
signs of ‘giving out, the aeronauts may descend, fold up the balloon, 
pack it in the automobile and proceed to the point where they can 
have their balloon re-inflated. 

As in other things, it is a poor rule in aeronautics which will 
not work both ways. If, for example, the aeronauts find it the 
proper thing hereafter to attach their balloons to automobiles, will 
it not follow as a matter of course that the automobilists will fall 
into the custom of attaching their automobiles to balloons? Noth- 
ing could seem more likely. With the balloon attachment, the 
automobilist could go into the air in passing through districts where 
the speeding ordinance was being strictly enforced, and with it, it 
will be possible for the automobilist to fly over mountains and 
livers and ‘lakes and seas that are -now impassable to him. 

Here another idea suggests itself. If the balloon-autoist or the 
auto-balloonist of the future is going to cross rivers and lakes and 
seas, will he not need still another attachment—another pendant, as 
it were—below the automobile, in the nature of a motor boat? 
With this latter added, he will be pretty well equipped for air, land 
and water travel. |

How satis fi ictory a covering tor error, and excuse 
for avoiding reform, have been given in past ages by attributing na- 
tional disasters and epidemics of unclean diseases to the visitation of 
Providence. This theory that God is in evil, that God uses it, or 
actually originates it, and causes men to suffer helplessly, innocent 
and guilty alike, is enough to palsy human effort toward betterment. 
and indeed would hinder all lawful endeavor. : 

The disasters that come are evidences of precedent wrot lg think- 
ing among men. 

A steamer is burned, and many homes are made desolate—he- 
cause of women and children whose lives are lost. Then inve estigation 
proves that long before the event dishonesty, cursed selfishness, and 
dishonorable greed had provided against the : satety of the steamer’s 
passengers by “supply ing useless life preservers, and unusable appara- 
tus for fighting fire. Also that there was no training of the men 
employed so they would know what to do in order to protect the lives 
trusted to their care. Yet men spoke of this sorrowful punishment 
of error, whereby its character was revealed, as if it were the action 
of the divine Power and law: when if that law had been regarded it 
would have brought the results of law in safety and wellbeing. It 
was evidently shown that it was because of human cupidity that 
there was the holocaust in the Iroquois Theater, and because of 
human indifference to conditions remediable enough, children were 
smothered in the Collinwood schoolhouse. These disasters were by 
no means inevitable, and the whole country recognized this because 
men everywhere were stirred up to action so as to prevent such catas- 
trophes in the future. By such action, if it continues, men will 
show their desire to obey law, and be in harmony with Providence. 

The intimate tale of the burning of the Sardinia has not reached 
us yet, but it 1s important beforehand to be reminded that such a 
disaster does not represent the inevitable action of a grim and unal- 
terable personal power acting to man inscrutably by way of ill-will as 
well as by good-will. Our God is Love, and by knowing this men 
of old time “subdued kingdoms, wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions, quenched the violence of fire. 
escaped the edge of the sword, out of weakness were made strong.”

The legislative acts of the commission 
are subject to the reserved right of the electors to enact or repeal 
ordinances by means of the netition and referendum. 

The advocates of the new system assert many advantages for 
it and it appears to be supported in at least two respects by the teach- 
ings of economic and political history. The municipal affairs of 
the inhabitants of a.city are like the corporate affairs of the stock- 
holders of a corporation and the new system of city government 
adopts the method followed by the most successful business corpora- 
tions. The business of such corporations is usually conducted by a 
board composed of the heads of its various departments. On its 
political side the new plan agrees with the grow ing demand for direct 

responsibility to the people and direct intervention by the people in 
the affairs of government. 

The form of government is an unimportant thing as compared 
with the spirit in which government is administered but the new 
system is calculated to result in better city government.

It seemed 
to many that this was enough, but in the opinion of those who could 
see farther into the future, the « ‘anal, which at present stretches from 
sridgeport, in Chicago, to Lockport, near Joliet, a distance of 36 
miles, should be extended in order that the best results might be ob- 
tained from it both as a waterw ay and a power- producing stream. 
After a long « campaign of ‘education, the people of Illinois at the 
recent election voted in favor of the issue of $20,000,000 in bonds 
to carry the work along: This amount isto be expended on the dig- 
ging of a canal fourteen feet deep and two hundred feet wide from 
the terminus ‘of the present canal to Utica, a distance of 61 mules. 
In this section there will be a fall of 107 feet, and it is estimated 
that the water power to be created. therefrom will easily repay the 
$20,000,000 in twenty years, and leave the state thereafter the 
possessor of property y ielding an annual revenue of $2,500,000. Not 
the least important feature of this decision on the part of the voters 
is the assuran¢e it gives of the earnestness and sincerity of the West 
is its demand for a lakes-to-gulf waterway. The friends of this 
ineasure in Congress will now be able to declare that sufficient evi- 
dence of good faith on the part of its promoters is to be found in 
the vast expenditures toward this end already made and provided 
tor by the city of Chicago and state of Illinois. 


Another Step 


It now appears that while all Germany was recently disturbed 
to an unusual degree by certain utterances of the Kaiser published 
in a London newspaper, and while all Germany was uniting in a 
protest against such utterances, and emphatically demanding that 
they forthwith cease, and while the entire civilized world was look- 
ing forward anxiously and eagerly to the interview between the Ger- 
man chancellor and his imperial master, the Kaiser himself was en- 
eaged at- Donaueschingen in preparing rules for the bringing about 
of a uniform system of cheering in the German navy. In those 
very days, it seems, when people everywhere were wondering 
whether constitutionalism or absolutism would triumph in the 
fatherland, the imperial mind was occupied in determining at what 
angle a German jackie should hold his hat when cheering for the 
ruler of the nation. 


The reply of Germany to the speech.recently 
delivered by Lord Roberts in the British 
House of Lords is exactly what intelligent 
observers of that nation have anticipated. 
Yhe German people, says a telegram from 
Berlin, have no desire whatever to quarrel 
with the people of Great Britain. On the 
Alone. contrary, their greatest desire is to live at 

peace with all of their neighbors. In the 
i words of the dispatch alluded to, they wish 
above all things to be let alone. We had already received assurances 
that the sentiment of Great Britain is strongly opposed to the atti- 
tude of many leaders in both houses of Parliament toward Germany, 
and that there is a widespread feeling throughout the island that 
the movement to arouse national prejudice and to inflame national 
passion against Germany kas gone far enough. In a word, the de- 
sire on the part of the people of both countries is for peace, not war, 
for friendship, not enmity, for concord, not animosity. This atti- 
tude of popular opinion in both countries should, and undoubtedy 
will, mold and shape the policies of both governments.

cession. This acreage has now been reduced by about two-thirds, 
and the one-third remaining is by no means the choicest the govern- 
ment has owned. In the granting of homesteads of one hundred 
and sixty acres with the view of populating the West, great frauds 
have been perpetrated, and these frauds have been committed very 
often in the interest of railway and other corporations. That the 
governmeyt has been cheated in this respect has long been charged, 
and, in fact, has long been known, but until recently the matter has 
not gone very far beyond mere “exposure” of the kind that does not 
bear fruit. However this may be, the land commissioner's report, 
to be submitted to the next session of Congress, contains the cheering 
information that nearly four hundred thousand acres of public land 
have been recovered from fraudulent entry during the last fiscal 
year, exclusive of the many relinquishments filed incident to investi- 
eations carried on by special agents and of which an accurate ac- 
count cannot yet be made. In the past fiscal year, also, no less than 
234 indictments for traud were secured, resulting so tar in 63 con- 
victions. ‘This has all the appearance of effective reform — of 
reform of the kind that can, point to works rather than to words— 
and is about as encouraging a piece of news as has recently been 


given to the American people.
